This country 
has abounded in opportunities for profit 
able labor; it is rich in resources, and. 
relying on these, whole generations 
of boys have grown up to be men with- 
out a trade of any manual skill, and 
have nmde a reipeetahle figure in life, 
This improvidence isnotfatal in "flush' 
times, when money and work arc plenty, 
when immigration is active, mines are 
being opened, new territories organized 
and speculative enterprises arc spread- 
ing in every direction; but when tlu 
panic comes and long financial string- 
ency prevails, it is sure to turn out a 
crop of men who cannot support them 
selves. 
No other country with half our 


industrial privileges is so cursed with 
vagrants as this is, because our boys 
have been taught that it is not necessary 
for them tu learn a trade or become 
skilled in any department of art.

their wits ;" that is, by cunning, barter, 
and the various intrigues which enter 
into speculations.
